THE SON OF A POET 


Who Is Now Wrestling with a Bugle 
in Far Off Santiago. 
Brunswick, Ga., September 9.—{Special.)— 
Following are some extracts from a letter 
written by Ewell Vernon Foxom, son of 
Montgomery M. Folsom, editor of The 
Brunswick Times, to this mother. He en- 
listed in the Third immunes, and shortly 
aAfferwards.+ while the regiment was en- 
camped in Macon, was made bugler of com- 
pany M. He is but a little more than six- 
teen years of age, but he seems to have 
taken to soldiering quite naturally. He 

Says: 

“Santiago de Cuba, August 223.—Dear 
Mother: We left Macon on Baturday, two 
weeks ago, and went to Savannah, where 
we went into camps and stayed until our 
transport, the Minnewaska, arrived. 

‘I made many acquaintances there, and 
had several invitations to visit them, but 
[ had so much to do that I could not avail 
myself of their hospitality. I wus the ad- 
jutant’s orderly for two days for being 
the best-looking bugler in the corps, and 
could have held the position, but I did not 
like it much, 

“We struck camp Friday morning and 

went aboard the transport. All Friday 
evening there were great crowds down to 
see us off. I gave away cross arms and 
buttons until my stock was exhausted, and 
then I was obliged to get out some hardtask 
and put my name on vhem to please my 
friends. As We pulled out thousands of 
people lined both banks of the river for 
miles, yelling and waving handkerchiefs, 
while steamboat, shop and ioOcomotive whis- 
tles blew like mad. We passed Tybee at 
dark, and three miles from there the tug 
turned us loose and we were fairly gtart- 
ed for Santiago. 
“The next morning some of the toys 
started the bal]] rolling by getting sea sick, 
and the day following nearly everybody 
on board was suffering, except members of 
our company, which were amidships, and 
did not catch any of the rolling which 
made the others so sick. 

“Tuesday evening about dark we first 
sighted the coast of Cuba, and next morn- 
ing at 8 bells we were in sight of old Morro 
castle and the rest of the forts, all of which 
were in a dilapidated condition, after the 
terrific bombardment, but ‘old glory’ flut- 
tered over them. Morro castie is iwway 
up the top of a cliff, right on the edge of 
the ocean. The auxiliary cruiser Yale was 
guarding the channel. 
“We steamed up the channel and passed 
several of Cervera’s fleet run ashore and 
burned, and then passed the Merrimac 
with only her masts and emokestack visi- 
bie. We anchored three miles from San- 
tiago because our ship drew twenty-seven 
feet of water, and could not go further 
without grounding. and in the afternoon 
two smal] steamers came and took us off, 
but it was so late that we remained on 
board until next morning at 7 o'clock, 
when we landed and marched out to the 
site of our camp.

RIVER CROPS LOST. 


The Chattahoochee Sweeps Everytiig. 
Highest Ever Known. 

Douglasville, Ga., September 9.—(Special.) 
The heavy rains during the past three 
weeks have proved very disastrous for 
river plantations. The Chattahoochee has 
eclipsed all previous. records, so say the 
farmers on her banks. 

For the past week the yellow stream has 
been from hill to hill and all river. crors 
totally submerged, scarcely a corn tassel 
showing above the ‘water. One man in 
town Monday said that the water -was 
twenty feet deep over his corn and that a!) 
his cotton was also destroyed. 

The loss to crops in this county cannot 
be estimated with any accuracy, but it is 
known that the entire river corn crop is 
gone. Many tarmers had their cotton on 
bottom land and will make nothing, and 
are In debt for guano, etc., besides. A 
number of bridges in the county ara dam- 
aged and much repair work wil] need to 
be done. The fafmers on Dog river and 
Sweetwajer have sustained heavy losses 
and some of them have lost nearly every- 
thing. Some of the oldest rive: farmers 
say that the stream washigher than ever be- 
fore. Monday mornirg the river had fa‘len 
a foot, and without further rain will run 
down in-a short while, but the crops are 
gone and much good land also. There are 
many poor renters on Chattahoochee who 
have lost all and are in debt.

SOME RAILROAD POSSIBILITIES. 


Which Seem To Revive the Business 
Spirits of Columbus. 
Columbus, Ga., September 9.—(Special.)— 
Among the railroad poss‘bilities of the 
near future in Georgla is one whicn may 
affect Columbus. In certain towns of mid- 
die Georgia the advisability of constructing 
@ new road to connect with the Seaboard 
Air-Line, on the north, and the Georgia 
and Alabama on the south, is being dis- 
cussed. The business men of Barnesville, 
Ga., have been talking over the advisabi!- 
ity of investing in a 10a4@ to extend from 
that place to Lawrenceville, Ga., on the 
north. Lawrenceville is on the Seaboard 
Air-Line. The plan would be to extend the 
road to the south to some city touched by 
the Georgia and Alabama system. Colum- 
bus is tne most northern point connected 
with the Georgia and Alabama, which has 
a line running to this city, and so it would 
not be improbable that this would ba the 
contemp.ated southwestern terminus of the 
road. While the matter may not have been 
generally discussed at Barnesville, it is 
known that some of the foremost citizens 
of that thrifty and enterprising little city 
have been debating the advisabi:ity of sucn 
a road. At presen® Barnesville is at some- 
what of a giSadvantage regarding certain 
freight rates, as compared with other 
Georgia points, and as it is a town that is 
growing rapidly, it is pcesible that the 
contemplated road might be received with 

enthusiasm there.

HE HAD A HARD TIME Or IT. 


An Ungrateful Son-in-Law Knocks the 
Ola Man Down. 

Athens, Ga., September 9 —(Special)—Jack 
Davis ‘and Ella Shakespeare, two negroes, 
are in jail in this city, the one charged 
with murder and the other with having 
been an accessory to the murder. Monday 
night, at his home near Athens, Nelson 
Shakespeare, a negro man, about sixty- 
five years of age, died, after an illness of 
three weeks. 

The attending physician testifies that his 
death was the direct result of a fractured 
skull. To a white citizen of Punyear's dis- 
trict. the old darky told the following 
story before his death: . 

He said that Jack Davis had become in- 
timate with his dauginter, Ella Shakespeare, 
and that about three weeks since he caught 
them in a compromising position. Davis 
grabbed a heavy gtick and struck him 
across the head, making the wound from 
which the old darky died Monday night. 

This appears to be the only evidence 
in the case, but on it the two negroes have 
been arrested and jailed. They both stren- 
uously deny any guilt, and are indifferent 
as to the charges against them. ‘The case 
is set for a preliminary triai vefore Judge 
Lucas Saturday.

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Vermont as a Political Weather Vane. 

If Mr. McKinley were not such a pa- 
tient and conservative man (we adopt 
the terms employed by his eulogists) the 
result of the Vermont election would 
open his eyes to the necessity of troub- 
ling himself a little about the keen 
scandals that have arisen with respect 
to Alger’s mismanagement of the affairs 
of the war department. 

Let us say at once, before any miscon- 
ception can possibly arise, that we are 
not particularly concerned with this 
Alger business. As citizens of the re- 
public we should have preferred to see 
the war brought to a conclusion without 
any scandalous eruption. As spectators 
of a republican row—a row which the 
whole country will take a hand in in 
due time—we find the scene a very in- 
teresting one. And it is more interest- 
ing than ever in view of the remarkable 
change that has taken piace in Vermont. 

Now, although Vermont is the most 


: thoroughly republican state in the east, 


it has long been regarded by the poli- 
weather 
vane. The changes that occur there, the 
rise and fall of the republican majority, 
always indicate the drift and tendency 
of publie opinion throughout the coun- 
try. In 1880 the republican majority 
fell to 14,163. In 1894 it rose to 28.521. 
In September of the last presidential 
year, it rose to 38,571. 

These changes have always registered 
the fluctuations of public opinion in the 
larger and more doubtful states. At 
the election which took place in Vermont 
last Tuesday, the republican plurality 
did not go many votes beyond 25,000— 
a falling off of nearly 15,000 from the 
last presidential year. ‘This surprising 
result is calculated to open the eyes 
of the politicians. That the democrats 
should make such large gains in the 
republican state of Vermont right on 
the heels of a victorious war in which 
the republican party flatters itself that 
it has been the real and only hero, is, 
indeed, an event sufficiently amazing 
to cause the affable Mr. Hanna to pick 
his teeth a little more thoughtfully after 
dinner. 

It must not be supposed that the dem- 
ocrats of Vermont made any concessions 
to their opponents in order to gain votes. 
They indorsed the Chicago platform in 
their state convention and expressed un- 
diminished admiration of and confidence 
in William J. Bryan. In other words, 
they stood to their principles and took 
no backward step. The republicans 
on the other hand made their old decla- 
rations with confidence, and fully expect- 
ed that they would reap some profit 
from the successful issue of the war. 

But instead of gaining they have lost, 
and the democrats have gained. The 
event is significant enough to rouse 
hopes in the democratic heart. It shows 
for one thing that the people of the 
country are disposed to give the demo- 
crats as much credit for their attitude 


during the war as the nature of the case 


demands; and it shows, for another 
“thing, that the voters of the country 
are preparing to deliver a stinging re- 
buke.to the party which is responsible 
for the murderous system af misman- 
agement which has sullied the laurels 
of victory. 

The republican papers of Vermont, 
in spite of the fact that they had a cam- 
paign on hand, did not mince matters 
in criticising the abuses that character- 
ized the methods of the war department. 


Be The Rutland Herald admitted on the 
eve of the election that the war did not 


give the republicans the advantage they 
had hoped for, and, it added, “the whole 
trouble comes straight from Alger; the 
abuses have all been in his départment, 
“and he is responsible as the head.”

Abolish the Carshed. 

The series of public nuisances known 
under the genera! title of ‘“‘carshed’”’ have 
become such an acute burden to the pub- 
lic that the city authorities, represent- 
ing the people of Atlanta, have decided 
to petition the state railway commis- 
sion to use the power conferred on it 
by law to compel the railways center- 
ing here to furnish adequate terminal 
facilities for the accommodation of those 
who patronize the lines. 
such a step is necessary is disgraceful 
to the enterprise and public spirit of 
the transportation companies; and yet 
the need of better accommodations for 
the traveling public is so pressing that 
it has attracted the attention of the 
whole state. 

Since that old barn lifted its terra- 
pin-like back—a sinister attack on all 
forms of § architecture—the Kimball 
house has been burned and rebuilt; the 
capitol has been built; the Aragon has 
been built; the Equitable, the Austell 
and the English-American have been 
built, and the /Prudential building is 
rapidly approaching completion; the 
town, in fact, has trebled and quadru- 
pled its population and jits commercial 
importance; but still the car-barn stands 
sentinel over mud and water in wet 
weather, and over dirt and filth and all 
sorts of grewsome stenches when the sun 
is shining. 

The railway commission cannot com- 
pel the transportation companies to co- 
operate in the building of a de 
cent and comfortable passenger station, 
but it can compel each company to erect 
an adequate and comfortable station for 
the accommodation of its own passen- 
ger traffic. Whether, after the com- 
mission has issued its orders, as it is 
sure to do when the facts are fairly 
laid before it, the railways will find 
it to their..interest to act jointly, or 
whether they will act separately, re- 
mains to be seen, 

Wo should, of course, prefer to see 
erected here a passenger station repre- 
senting the importance of the railways 
themselves as well as the character and 
importance of the city; but, as matters 
stand, any change wiil be for the better. 
If the roads, in a spirit of perversity, re- 
fuse to co-operate—refuse to give the 
traveling public the benefits of a new 
and commodious wnion passenger sta- 
tion, that will constitute an important 
fact to be remembered and referred to 
hereafter. On the other hand, any sta- 
tions that they may severally build will 
be a great improvement over the pres- 
ent unsightly, uncomfortable and inade- 
quate shack, and even if they are in- 
conveniently situated they will not dis- 
credit Atlanta at home or abroad.

Atlanta’s Climate. 

During the past month, while the 
newspapers have been filled with reports 
of prostrations and deaths due to the ex- 
treme heat in the great cities of the 
north and east, Atlanta has been enjoy- 
ing weather that would have been de- 
lightful but for the constant rains. These 
rains have been embarrassing to bus- 
iness, and have interfered somewhat 
with the pleasure of those who enjoy 
outings, but the temperature has been 
delightful, being neither too hot nor too 
cold. 

We should feel inclined to say that 
this difference between the climate of 
Atlanta and that of New York and 
Chicago was remarkable had 
merely a phenomenon of the present 
season; but as the difference happens to 
exist every season and all through the 
year, it would hardly be accurate to de- 
scribe it as remarkable. 

Our city is, indeed, singularly fortu- 
nate in its climate and in its situation. 
Its population is never placed at a dis- 
advantage by extremes of heat or cold. 
If our people go to other resorts during 
the summer, they go simply for a 
change, for recreation; for, with the ex- 
ception of those resorts that are situated 
on the mountain tops, the summer 
weather of Atlanta is as bracing as that 
of any place in the country. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, our people are not famous 
for leaving their homes during the sum- 
mer months. They find the hotels and 
boarding houses of even the most fa- 
mous resorts less comfortable than their 
own homes and the climate not a whit 
better. 

As a matter of fact, our people take 
as much recreation in the winter as they 
do in the summer, and it is none the 
less recreation because they take it at 
home. <A few who have throat trou- 
bles, or whose lungs are too susceptible, 
may take refuge in Florida, but to a 
healthy Atlantian, the climate of Florida 
is enervating even in winter. 

Standing more than a thousand feet 
above the sea level, on the foothills of 
the mountains, Atlanta’s climate ig an 
ideal one, and we advise our northern 
and eastern friends who are harrassed 
by extremes of heat in summer and ex- 
tremes of cold in winter to spend a few 
seasons here in the heart of the Pied- 
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'the great .blessings which are to be 
found in an idea) situation and an ideal 
climate. 


Afraid of Investigation. 

The president and secretary of war 
have determined that no attention is 
to be paid to General Miles’s very tart 
comments on the conduct of the war de- 
partment, or, rather, the conduct of Sec- 
retary Alger.

He has found it 
convenient to hurry up his tour of in- 
spection so as to escape meeting the gen- 
eral of the army at this time, counting, 
doubtless, on the success of the presi- 
dent’s efforts to smooth things over be- 
fore his return, 

President. McKinley is famous as a 
“jollier.” That is his specialty. He 
believes in pouring oil upon troubled 
waters, and has always been able to 
pour with success. He has talked with 
General Miles, and in his most persua- 
sive tones has suggested to the gener- 
al that perhaps it would be better if the 
matter between him and the secretary 
of war be dropped, as thereby the dis- 
cipline of the army will be the better 
maintained. The general is willing to 
drop it if the secretary is; and very 
naturally, for the general has accom- 
plished his purpose of showing up the 
war department in so far as it relates 
to himself, and he hag every reason to 
feel satisfied. This much can be said 
in all honesty: General Miles has un- 
doubtedly proven his case. 

But this Miles-Alger controversy is a 
mere incident in the criticism which has 
been hurled at the war department, and 
the smoothing over of this one minor 
trouble is not at all likely to act as a 
soporific upon the graver troubles, in 
which the whole country is interested. 
Indeed, when it becomes evident, as it 
must soon be to everybody, that all this 
harmony is but part and parcel of the 
effort to prevent an investigation of the 
war department, it is bound to accentu- 
ate the demand for such investigation; 
and all the efforts of the president and 
the republican leaders to prevent it will 
only react upon the administration. 

The people have been particularly in- 
terested in the Miles-Alger controversy 
from the belief that it would prove the 
entering wedge to an investigation of 
the war department. Of course, if it 
is true that the secretary of war has 
been using his department asa means of 
gratifying his petty spites, they feel they 
ought to know it; but there has exist- 
ed no great love for General Miles, and 
in the purely personal phase of the con- 
troversy the people have felt very little 
interest. But they—the people—have been 
very deeply interested in the other and 
graver charges against the head of the 
war department, and they have a deep 
interest in. all these efforts to prevent 
investigation of these charges. 

The people feel they have a right to 
know the truth. They ask for nothing 
else. The charges that have been made 
against the conduct of the war depart- 
ment are serious, and, indeed, the grav- 
est possibile. These charges come from 
all sources. They have come from 
those in high authority, they have come 
made by the leading newspapers of the 
land, and the only tinge of politics in 
the whole business is that given by re- 
publican politicians in their efforts to 
prevent an investigation. In other words, 
the original charges were in no sense in- 
spired by thought of politics. The 
strongest republican and independent 
newspapers of the country have been 
most prominent in making the charges 
and calling for the investigation. 

Is there any ground whatever for these 
charges? ‘That is the question the peo- 
ple ask, and they have a right to an 
honest answer. They believe’ there 
should be an investigation—not white- 
wash, but a real investigation; and 
when they see the president and the 
administration leaders engaged in an ef- 
fort to prevent such investigation, they 
are naturally suspicious. Can they get 
an honest investigation from the meh 
now in control of affairs at Washington? 
To say the least of it, there is great 
doubt on this score, 

The secretary of war has not strength- 
ened his position before the people by 
his action in running away from Wash- 
ington to escape General Miles. Nor is 


the president strengthening himself be-. 


fore the country by his action in trying 
to prevent an investigafion. He may 
have succeeded in smoothing things over 
with General Miles so as to prevent 
his making embarrassing suggestions 
through the press, but he has not: si- 
lenced the cry of the country for the 
facts about the war department, 

Have you the nerve to do #£, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley? Or is your only. thought for 
those “legitimate results of the war” 
which the republican organ of New 
York says can only be found in republi- 
can political victories.

The Education of Our Girls. 


Editor Constitution—I¢t is understood 
that the citizens of the state of Georgia 
are well pleased with the prospects of 
their Technological school. They are gen- 
erous with public funds to support it. 
They have added an appropriation to found 
what I understand to be a school for tex- 
tile industry: to equip cotton mill men for 
usefulness and future profit to themselves 
and the commonwealth. I1 appiaud the ef. 
fort. If this movemeng had ‘begun thirty 
years ago we would have been now manu- 
facturing cotton goods in Georgia, as 
formidable rivals to the great northern 
plants, where fine goods were spun, woven 
and dyed and coulqd have counted thous- 
ands of dollars in taxable values, where 
hundreds make the limit in statistics at 
the present time. [ repeat, the new move- 
ment is a good one. I like it. It means 
progress and prosperity, where penury 
and idleness have long prevailed. 

I am glad Georgia is wide awake to the 
building of men to take the places of those 
who have borne the burdens of life, and 
whiéh must fall, unfinished trom their lire- 
less hands. I Wish to emphasize my great 
interest in the education of our boys. Il 
would not rob them of a dollar, nor de- 
prive them of a friend to education. But 
i would like to ask tne question: "What 
about the textile euucation of our giris?’’ 

it your readerg nave gone jnto Georgia 
cotton milis, as [ did sume years ago, at 
the request Of ‘The Constitution, to dis- 
cover if the women operatives were a de- 
praved class, as a rule—‘*where women ex- 
changed husbands as they exchanged 
homes’’—and where the employers were a 
sort of slave-driver ciass, with no regard 
for the snuff-c pp ng, dirt-eating women 
and girls who watched the loomg and spin- 
ning jennys, and had discovered as I did 
that there were hundreds of nice, good wo- 
men employed therein, making an honor- 
able living, under a shelter for tnose de- 
pendent upon them (as well as themselves), 
then your readers would feel as I do, that 
Georgia has nothing within her borders of 
greater value or greater importance than 
the education of the girls who are and will 
continue to be crowded into our cotton 
mills, and who are, as I claim, in need of 
equal if not superior attention in tertile 
industries to their brothers. 

That fearfu) and published attack on our 
Georgia foctory operatives in a northern 
and partisan magazine, fills me with in- 
dignation, even yet. It has fired my wo- 
man’s heart with a burning desire to help 
the women and giris in the rural districts 
ever since. I wish I had the power to in- 
fuse this burning desire into the hearts of 
the cultured women of the state, and 
willing. I am to get an answer to a plain 
question from the next Georgia legislature, 
which will be requested to make an ad- 
ditional appropriation to equip and furnish 
the new textile bullding at the Technolog- 
ical school for boys, because I have been 
informed, perhaps not accurately, that 
there are at least ten girls engaged in cot- 


lead in caring for their own promotion, but 
it is also recorded in history that one _ 
promptly follows. the other, In the deve 
opment cf progress. When youn a 
are brought forward in physica ~et 
mental contests it s but natura 
that their sisters should think their time 
had come. I-do not suppose there is <r} 
honorable man in Georgia who would adm 

that his own daughter was degraded by 
the accident of sex beneath the sons. 1 
there is such a specimen he should be 
examined with an outlook for enforce 

residence in the state’s lunatic asylum. And 
the time has come to find out what's the 
matter when the legislators are eternally 
pouring out tax money to make good wage- 
earners out of the masculines—and the 
women who are obliged by necessity to 
do the same sort of work should go unin- 
structed, poorly paid and generally nes- 
lected. It is no sort of argument for any~ 
body’s consideration to say “a girl's edu- 
cation shauld be different from a boy 8, 

when poverty puts both alike in the corn 
field or in the cotton mill. And when 

hear intelligent and cultured women de- 
clare that the “proper sphere of women 
is dependent and domestic,” as a refusal 
to help the poor girls of this country into 
better opportunities, I am ashamed alike 
for their selfishness and ignorance of con- 
ditions that are prevailing all about them. 

What is the reason that no mention has 
been made of free textile. education for the 
thousands of white women and girls who 
are compelled to work in Georgia cotton 
mills? It is not the fault of the cotton 
mill owners, Some of the finest tributes I 
ever heard from employers concerning their 
female empioyees have been given by suc 
honorable persons as Mr. Kincaid, of Grif- 
fin: Major Hanson, of Macon; Mr. Minhin- 
nett, at Roswell, and the late Mr. Speer, 
Who was so long and favorably known 
as the controlling power in the Exposition 
mills in Atlanta. They did not discount 
the importance of their female operatives 
and were keenly solicitous to promote their 
happiness and success. They will not ob- 
Ject to well educated women and girls in 
their respective establishments. I do not 
believe there is a cotton mill owner or 
manager in the state who would discredit 
or discourage the plan to educate the fe- 
male operatives in common with their male 
workers. It might be proper to arrange 
for matron service at such a state institu- 
tion, and in my humble opinion matron 
service would do a vast deal of good every- 
where when mothers send elther their 
sons or daughters to state schools as well 
as all other sorts of schools. 

As long as mothers furnish the pupils 
(and nobody has yet discovered a plan to 
obviate the burden of maternity for the 
human race), so long will women be of 
value in louking after the domestic, if not 
the scholustic, needs of those whom the 
public purse educates. 

Not to make this article too long or tedi- 
ous, I would like to know, in concise 
terms, why tiicre is such a constant hur- 
rah and hullaballoo over the crying need 
for textile education for the boys who are 
to be cducated to manage textile indus- 
tries and no mention whatever of an op- 
portunity to be offered to the hundreds of 
giris who have made Georgia cotton mills 
& magnificent success in years just past 
and gone? I wish somebody of influence 
with the coming legislature would give this 
matter a full ventilation before more tax 
money is piled up for the exclusive benefit 
of one sex and with absolute ignoring of 
the other sex and its large majority of 
interests. This subject wil] not sleep, vou 
may be well assured. If a reason can be 
given for making fish of one and fowl of 
the two sexes of the same race in cotton 
i labor some of us are waiting to hear

Trade with Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Editor Constitution—Let us see what has 


been done in the way of trade with Porto 
Rico and Cuba. 

The soil of neither island is adapted to 
the cultivation of the cereals. Leaving out 
sugarcane, we find that the islands pro- 
duce many things we need, and we grow or 
manufacture much more that they need. 

It has been patriotically declared that 
“trade follows the flag.” It is equally true 
that “flour follows civilization.’ So let us 
take flour and see what was done with it 
in trade with Cuba and Porto Rico, under 
conditions highly favorable, but not as free 
and as inviting as those that will be at our 
command as soon as the commissioners to 
the two islands have performed the some- 
what difficult and deticate task assigned 
them. 

Up to July, 1892, when the reciprocity 
trealy negotiated with Spain by the honor- 
able and tamented James G. Blaine, secre- 
tary of state, became effective, the tariff 
which Spain placed on American flour was 
$4.95 per barrel. Tnis was practically pro- 
hibitory—an embargo. The Blaine treaty 
was effective through the years 1892, 1893 
and 1894. The results, as will be shown, 
were ‘highly satisfactory—a happy illustra- 
tion of what might all along have been 
accomplished under tne good old demo- 
cratic doctrine of “reciprocal tnade,”’ which 
has constituted a plank in every platform 
of the party from its organization down 
to date. 

Bear in mind, now, that the treaty be- 
come operative in July, 1892; then reflect 
upon this statement of fact: 

We sold to Cuba flour as follows: In 
1891, 114,441 barrels; 1892, 366,175 barrels; 1893, 
616,406 barrels; 1894, 662,248 barrels. 

We sold to Porto Rico flour as follows: 
In 1891, 127,983 barrels; 1892, 162,147 barrels; 
1893, 200,053 barrels; 1894, 200.813 barrels. 

The reciprocity treaty was abrogated in 
1895, and the conditions which prevailed in 
1891 were restored. As a nel > the sale 
of flour to Cuba fell during 1895 from 662,247 
to 379,85 barrels—a loss of more than 42 per 
cent. The shipments to Porto Rico went 
down from 200,817 to 118,617 barrels—a loss 
of quite 40 per cent. During the treaty 
years, 1892-94, both inclusive, the Spanish 
tariff was 88c a barrel, as against $4.95 
previoys to the treaty. In 1895 Spain fixed 
the tariff at $4.15 per barrel. 

Now, then, who will say that we may not 
reasonably base our trade calculations on 
the results given above and in detail? 

Think of Cuna, about the size of the 
state of Pennsyvivania, down-trodden, torn 
by perpetual strife. taxed till one can not 
express in figures the percentum—think of 
Cuba exporting annually products of her 
soil to the amount of $100,000,900! 

This cannot fail to give vou a moderately 
fair idea of her possibilities under the 
wonderful change which will come as soon 
as the island is free from Spanish rule, and 
business opens up. 

What is true of Cuba is relatively true of 
Porto Rico. 

I have used flour simply as an illustra- 
tion; our people will find a profitable mar- 
ket in these islands for manufactured 
goods, ete. This is the opportunity for the 
south and west. We ought to prepare for 
it at once. Hiethly profitable results will 
be limited by our abilitv only.

The Veering of the Winds. 


Editor Constitution—Wi"l you kindlv 
answer whether it is possible for the w'nd 
to shift by the north to the northeast. or 
does it shift back by the south to get to 
the northeast, or, in other words. does not 
the wind always shift by the south.

To answer the above question intelli- 
gently, says Mr. J. B. Marbury. local fore- 
cast official of Atlanta, we must first know 
the cause of winds, and then the various 
changes together with the causes of these 
changes will be more readily seen and un- 
derstood. Winds are due to variations in 
atmospheric pressure and temperature. The 
weight or pressure of the atmosphere is 
measured by means of an instrument 
known as a barometer and is expressed in 
inches of mercury. In expressing the vari- 
ations in atmospheric pressure or weight, 
the words high and low barometer are 
used. Where atmospheric pressure is 
greatest the barometer is of course high- 
est, and where the pressure is least the 
barometer is lowest. The air is forced 
spirally out from the center of a hich baro- 
metric area from left to right and 
is drawn into the center of a low ba- 
rometric area from right to left. This be- 
img true, it will now be plainly seen that 
the changes in the direction of the wind 
at any point depend on the position and 
movement of the areas of high and low 
pressure. These areas move from a west- 
erly position to the east and northeast in 
crossing the United States. 

Let us take Atlanta to {fillustrate: An 
examination. of the weathe: map on a 
certain,date shows an area of low barom- 
eter central in the southwest as it ad- 
vances. say eastward along the gulf coast, 
the wind at Atlanta will come from the 
ncrtheast, and as the center of low pres- 
sure advances the air will be drawn in 
next frem the north, then northwest. next 
tv west, and as the low passes off the 
south Atlantic coast the wind at Atlanta 
will be from’ southwest. Now. if the low 
had taken northeast course over the Ohio 
valley, the changes ir the direction of the 
wind would have occurred in this order: 
First northeast, then east. next southeast 
to south and last southwest an! west as 
the low toward the St. Lawrence valley. 
Ema now pote that wind “aegth oe backs 
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The forms for the election returns 
printed yesterday and mailed last night 
by Mr. Cain, assistant secretary of state.

When the vote in 
a precinct 4s consolidated, three copies are 
made. One copy remains in the county, 
at the courthouse; another copy is sent to 
the secretary of state, and the third goes 
ty the governor. 

“As the election is more than three 
months off, there is ample time to get the 
blanks distributed all over the state.”

ALABAMIAN CAN 
NAME THE KING 


Chief Justice Chambers, of Samoa, May 
Have This Daty To Perform. 


BY THE TERMS OF BERLIN 


In Establishing a Protectorate Over 
the Island 


THE UNITED STATES 1S PROTECTOR 


In All Their Troubles the Samoans 
Have Looked Toward America. 
Terms of Berlin Conference.

man who, in all probability, will be called | 


upon to name the next king for that coun- 
try, is an Alabamian. He is Judge Wil- 
liam Lea Chambers, of Sheffield, at pres- 
ent chief justice of Samoa. 

It is as chief justice that he become the 
king maker. Whatever complications grow 
out of the death of King Malietoa must, 
by the terms of the Berlin conference es- 
tablishing the protectorate over the isl- 
ands, be solved by the chief justice. That 
there will be complications is a certainty. 

The Reign of ‘Malietoa. 

The king, who has just died, Malietoa 
Laupepa, ehas had a stormy enough reign 
of it, though in all respects a man of 
peace. The story of Samoa since his ac- 
cession fo the throne upon which members 
of his family, the Malietoa, haye sat for 
many years, is full of tragedy and ro- 
mance. 

It would take a volume to tell of all the 
griefs and disappointments that came to 
this king, whose one aim, unlike that of 
the other kings of his warlike race, was 
for peace. Malietoa, as the outside world 
knows him, was evidently a man of 
strength, ability and integrity. The exe- 
cutive documents of the state department 
tell his life story. He ascended the throne 
in 1881, and from the first was confronted 
by grave troubles, the chief of them due 
to the intrigues of foreign representatives, 
who sought the dismemberment of his 
country. His own easy and trusting dis- 
position seems to have made the work of 
these men the easier, for while he was 
striving to accomplish some good for Sa- 
moa the rival chiefs were listening to the 
siren song of the German diplomats, who 
sought to secure the islands for the empire 
which Bismarck built. The easy disposi- 
tion of the king himself played into the 
hands of these foreign intriguers. A more 
warlike king might have prevented his 
people listening to these siren songs, but 
Malietoa was averse to war—to such an 
extent, indeed, that it is related of him 
that on one occasion when the chiefs, ac- 
cording to the ancient custom, brought 
back the heads of insurrectionists whom 
they had killed in battle, he fainted at the 
sight of them. Small wonder that his fol- 
lowers whose fathers and father’s fathers 
had always done fhis could not understand 
the feelings and motives of a ruler who 
did not respect the ancient customs; and it 
was this feeling that made the way of the 
German schemers all the easier. 

The United States Its Protector. 

Throughout all the troublous times that 
came to him, Malietoa had faith in the 
government: of the United States, which 
he felt would prevent the disruption of his 
country, or its absorption by Germany, 
which has all the time been most eager 
to secure control of the islands because 
of large German interests in them. The 
first treaty was made with this country 
in 1878, and in that the United States 
agreed to use its friendly offices to adjust 
any dffferences with other nations. It was 
this friendship of what we, for short, call 
America, that in the end secured for Sa- 
moa the recognition and guarantee of its 
integrity under the compact whicn still 
exists. . 

Malietoa’s dreim of peace for his people 
has had a number of rude awakenings. Al- 
most from the first he was involved in 
troubles with Tamasese, the chief of 
an ancient family who aspired to the 
throne and was undoubtedly used by Ger- 
many as a tool to further its own inter- 
ests. In 188 the German flag was raised 
at Apia. During the complications that fol- 
lowed the flag of the United States was 
at one time raised there and sovereignty 
claimed, but the act was unauthorized. 
Subsequently the Samoan flag went up 


egain, but shortly after this the Germans 
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sent into exile. He had surrendered rather 
than entail further strife upen his people. 
The Great Storm at Apia. 

But Tamasese was not to rule in peace. 
Against him rose Mata’afa and bitter war 
was weged. It was during this struggle 
that the American and German ships were 
drawn up in Apia harbor in hostile ar- 
ray, when the great storm came to sweep 
the vessels upon the rocks and, strangely 
enough,-to clear the way to amicable set- 
tlement of all troubles. It was this which 
brought about the compact between the 
United States, Germany and Great Brit- 
ain under which Samoa has since been gov- 
erned and her sovereignty guaranteed. Ma- 
lietoa was brought back from exile and 
again placed upon the throne. Shortly after 
that Mata’afa rose in revolt, but he was 
defeated and sent into exile from which, 
strangely enough, he has just been allowed 
to come back on, as is explained, promise 
of good behavior. Tamasese also attempted 
an uprisMmg in 1894, but was put down and 
died soon after. 

‘Under the compact between the three 
g@overnments, the successor to Malietoa 
must be chosen according to the Samoan 
law, but any conflict is to be settled by 
the chief justice. There is to be no war. 
The three powers guarantee this and, of 
course, they are powerfu] enough to pre- 
vent anything like serious uprising against 
their authority. The Samoan law with re- 
gard to succession js peculiar. The son of 
the dead king does not, by right, succeed 
to the throne, though as the head of one 
of the great families, he is eligible to it. 
The chiefs of the principal towns in the 
island of, Upolu have the selection of the 
ruler for the islands, The son of Malietoa, 
now a man of about thirty and well edu- 
cated, ig a prominent candidate for the 
throne, but there is a strong party back- 
ing the claim of the great Tupua family 
to this recognition, To this family belonged 

th Mata’afa and Tamasese, and the for- 
mer of these is regarded by many of those 
familiar with the internal conditions as 
the proper choice in the interest of com- 
plete harmony. 
Chambers To Name the Man. | 

It is in deciding ag between the various 
claimants that Judge Chambers, the Ala- 
bama lawer, becomes ‘the Warwick of 
Samoa. Before that decision is made fhe, as 
chief justice, by and with the aid of the 
ecntuls of the United States, Germany 
and Great Britain, will] exercise supreme 
control over the affairs of the islards. 
There will be no choice until the days of 
mourning are over. Then the claims of 
Mata’afa and of Tanumafili, the present 
Malietoa, will be presented. 

But in its last analysis the office of king 
is very much an empty honor, for the real 
control is with the three comsuls and the 
chief justice. The greatest of these is the 
chief justice, whose powers are almost ar- 
bitrary. 

Judge Chambers is a native of Alabama 
and resided for many years at Montgom- 
ery. For a short while his residence was 
Sheffield, and perhaps that might be call- 
ed his legal abode now, although he is 
very much a resident of Samoa. He was 
a member of the law firm of which Former 
Secretary of the Navy Herbert was one of 
the partners, and it was through the in- 
fluence of the secretary that he received 
his present appointment. Judge Chambers 
was first made a member of the Samoan 
land commission Which was sent to Apia 
to correct land titles. He is a good law- 
yer, and when, under the terms of the 
treaty, it fell to the lot of this country 
to furnish the chief magistrate for the 
Samoan islands, the former chief justice 
having died, President Cleveland selected 
Judge Chambers, both because of his at- 
tainments as a lawyer and for his knowl- 
edge of Samoan people and Samoan af- 
fairs. Almost the last act of President 
Cleveland was the signing of the commis- 
sion to Judge Chambers, He had been ap- 
pointed some time before, but the neces- 
sary approval of the other nations to the 
Samoan agreement did not come until just 
at the close of the Cleveland administra- 
tion. 

Will There Be Partition? 

‘There is naturally ‘much speculation as 
to the future of Samoa just at this junc- 
ture. The suggestion made at Berlin that 
there be a partitioning of the islands finds 
many advocates here in Washington, where 
there is a strong conviction that this 
country has got very little - out of the 
Samoan arrangement. On the other hand, 
it is urged that this government has from 
the first stood consistently for the inde- 
pendence and the autonomy of the Samoan 
islands, and for us to break from that 
position would be not only 4 breach ef 
faith, but unwise. 

What will be the final result it is difficult 
to determine. Just now this government 
has so much on its hands with Hawaiian 
annexation, the annexation of Porto Rico, 
the Philippines: and Cuba problems, the 
negotiations with Canada and the ending 
of the war, that it seems likely the Samoan 
problem will be solved for the present by 
letting it alone. The system of govern- 
ment now existing down there can rack 
along by itself without creating disturb- 
ance, and partition can come in its own 
good time, if it comes at all. 4

Wounded His Uncle’s Assailant and 
Fired at Would-Be Iaterferer, 


HENRY ATTACKED JOHN VAUGHN 


When He Cut Vaughn, Whitley Open- 
ed Fire with Good Effect. 


HE ALSO FIRED AT HENRY HARLLEE 


Harlee’s Bond Has Been Fixed at 
$500—Henry Will Be Arrested 
When He Recovers. 
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ALEX WHITLUBY, AGED FOURTEEN 
and as fearless as the bravest of his fore- 
fathers, with a pisto] of 32 caliber fought 
off two men and saved tht life of his uncle, 
that of a bystander and incidentally his 
own, 

Dr. 8S. H. Green, who saw the boy soon 
after the shooting, says the youngster was 
as cool as the lowest temperatured cucum- 
ber in the vicinity. The shooting was the 
immediate result of an attack on John 
Vaughn, storekeeper of the Whittier mills, 
near the Chattahoochee river, just a few 
miles from here. The trouble that led to 
the assault on Vaughn was a debt of five 
packs of cigarettes. 

John Henry, the bookkeeper of the mills, 
denied that the cigarettes were bought by 
his authority. He and Henry Harllee, the 
assistant bookkeeper, went to the store 
from the mills. They passed the front 
door, so it is stated by John Smith, a brick 
burner, and climbed up on a platform at 
the rear of the store. Henry did not hesi- 
tate to state his errand. He notified 
Vaughn, without any circumlocution, that 
there was “a cussing’ going to him, and 
Henry began ‘“‘cussing.’’ Vaughn ordered 
Henry out and by way of reply Henry 
seized upon a machete-shaped pork knife 
and split Vaughn's skull for four inches 
over the right eye. Vaughn grappled with 
his assailant, and received another blow. 
Smith, the byS8tander, started to interfere 
with the bloody proceedings and was warn- 
ed back, he says, by Harllee placing his 
hand on his hip pocket, in a quiet but pro- 
testing fashion, 

Young Whitley, observing that the time 
for action had arrived, drew his pistol and 
fired on Henry, sending a bullet into his 
mouth. Henry wavered and Harllee, it is 
alleged, sprang forward. Young Whitley 
coolly fired on Harllee without moving from 
his seat on the counter. Henry then rush- 
ed at the boy and succeeded in drawing 
another shot. The powder burned go near 
his face he at once joined Harllee in the 
retreat. Vaughn had 
fallen to the floor, unconscious. 

This Wednesday. On 
Thursday Harllee was arrested and put 
under $100 bond before Justice Bloodworth, 
but when Vaughn’s condition was learned 
the bond was yesterday increased to $500. 
The wounded man was unable to appear 
at the preliminary trial, and Dr. Green, 
who is attending him, says that Vaughn 
will have a close call. Dr. Green removed 
two pieces of bone from Vaughn's wound. 

On account of his wound, which is a 
painful one, Henry has not yet been ar- 
rested. Harllee asserts that he was try- 
ing to act as peacemaker, but the state- 
ments of Smith and the boy do not tally 
with hips. F 


TRYING TO STOP WHITE CAPS. 


Nectices Posted Drive Negroes Away 
from Growing Crops. 

Little Rock, Ark., September 9.—A spe- 
cial from Texarkana says: For some 
time past unknown parties have been post- 
ing notices in the cotton fields in Titus, 
Grayson and other Texas counties, warn- 
ing the negro cotton pickers to leave the 
country. Near Mount Plicasant two ne- 
groes were killed from ambush and many 
gf the colored residents fled. Several ne- 
groes who went into Texas from Texar- 
kana to pick cotton returned, saying no- 
tices had been posted warning them away. 
These negroes were sent from here by 
Mayor Hardin. Since that time, however, 
several hundred negroes have been sent 
out from here and many of them still re- 
main, 

On September 3d, the citizens of Mount 
Pleasa held a@ meeting and adopted reso- 
lutions to join with Sheriff Dickson in sup- 
pressing the trouble. District Attorney R. 
D. Hart, of Texarkana, was there and 
from the standpoint that was made the 
unknown whitecaps im that locality gave 
way to law and order. The notices are 
still being posted, however, and large num- 
bers of negroes are leaving through fear 
and are going into the Indiam Territory, It 
is now believed that the trouble in the 
vicinity of Mount Pleasant will be stopped 
so the men can return to their ungathered 
crops, but violence may yet be possible. 
Negroes who claim to have been driven out 
of other localities say that the whitecaps 
ride {i the field where cotton pickers are 
at work, and fire into them with bird shot 
and when the negroes flee, the whitecaps 
quietly ride away in an opposite direction. 


DOCUMENTS HARD TO SECURE.

are mainly from Augusta, who left for 
their homes at the same time the detach- 


ment started for Atlanta. 

Arriving in the city last night, the de- 
tachment of 10 men was drawn up in front 
of the Kimball house and formally dis- 
missed, but the soldiers who have not seen 
the city for months preferred to go about 
in a body and see the sights than to go to 
their homes. 

The Constitution received a complimen- 
tary call from the battery and some time 
was spent by the men in the offices of the 
building. 

In command of battery A is Captain C. 
G. Bradley, who remained in Griffin to 
complete arrangements for the mustering 
out of the command. The other commis- 
sioned officers of the battery are Lieuten- 
ants James Longstreet, Jr., Lacy Morris 
and John lL, Beatie, 

The record of the battery at Chickamau- 
ga, where the Atlanta boys were, put sidea 
by side with seven other batteries from 
the north, is one of which the members of 
the command are proud. 

In the expedition of the light artillery up 
Lookout mountain, where the batteries 
were sent up for practice, the Georgians 
were the only ones that reached the top of 
the mountain without unhitching a trace. 
They pulled their guns all the way, while 
many of the batteries gave up in desyair 
of ever reaching the summit. The prac- 


. tice of the light batteries occurred two 


weeks ago, before the Atlanta battery was 
mustered out of the service, and the men 
were in fine trip for the undertaking. 

Battery A had the honor of firing off the 
gun that started off the grand review of 
the corps at Chickamauga when the sol- 
diers were reviewed by Inspector General 
Joseph Breckinridge just before the de- 
parture of some of the regiments that 
were the first to be mustered out of ser- 
vice, This was a position eagerly sought 
after by all the batteries at the park, and 
the Georgia boys were delighted when they 
were notified that they were to have the 
honor of firing the gun. 

At the time of the departure of the bat- 
tery from the camp at Chickamauga, only 
four of the battery of 175 men were on the 
sick list, while not a member of the com- 
mand was confined to the hospital. There 
was less sickness among the troops of bat- 
tery A during their stay at the park than 
with any other battery or regiment in the 
camp, and the men claim to hold the rec- 
ord in this respect. 

Captain Bradley is the toast of the At- 
lanta boys. While at Chickamauga Captain 
Bradley was often complimented upon the 
command, not only by the volunteer of- 
ficers but by many of the regulars who 
were brought in contact with the bDat- 
tery. 

While the men of the battery are on 
furlough they are compelled to wear their 
uniforms as much as if they were on duty 
at cemp, but the Atlanta boys are glad 
of the rule that compels them to keep on 
their uniforms and will obey the command 
strictly. 

At tine expiration of the thirty days’ fur- 
lougih, the detachment will be furnished 
with transportation back to Griffin, where 
the process of mustering the men out of 
the service will be formally conducted,

Joe tried to tell the recorder his side of 
the case.

A man in the audience rose up and sald 
Joe stammered and couldn’t explain him- 
self. ; 

“I can’t see how you are going to help 

im,"’ said Judge Andy. 

All the time Joe was making a desperate 
effort to jerk out a word 

Still the recorder waited. and to save 
time got his papers aranged for the other 
cases, 

By one supreme, masterful effort Joe 
yanked out: ‘‘Didn’t do it.’ Then he com- 
menced on another sentence, which was 
néver finished, 

“I don’t think Joe did much cursing.” 
remarked the recorder, “if he didn’t talk 


any faster than he is doing now.” 


Joe was given $6 and costs of court. 


“What do you mean, Jim Henderson,” 
the recorder asked of a spare made mu- 
latto youth, “by sticking a knife into your 
old father? If you had killed him you 
would have Been tried for murdering your 
own father, and wouldn't that have been 
a pretty.-come to pass?’ 

The old man, Jacob Henderson, a most 
respectable negro, said Jim had talked to 
him roughly and he slapped him. Then 
oo drew a knife and stabbed him in the 
side. 

Jim stated that the old man had whipped 
and choked him, and hé protected himself 
with a knife. 

“You are only eighteen years of age,” 
commented Judge Andy, ‘‘and your father 
has a perfect right to whip you and you 
can't raise your hand against him. When 
you get to be twnety-one years of age you 
can act aS your own man.” 

The father pleaded that the boy be let 
off light, and a fine of $10 was imposed and 
no state case was made.

Ed Lake, a green, country Soy, who 
came to Atlanta from near Gainesville on 
a visit, was seen hanging out of a window 
in the Gould building, and Roy Allen, a 
sharp city boy, discovered a chance to 
pick up a little money. Roy made Ed be- 
lieve that he was an officer and told him 
that a payment of 50 cents would save 
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drew from arrest. The money was quickly

Pe the police court Ed told a story like 


“I paid the 3 cents because IT was told 
that they would lock me up and send me 
to the chaingang for a month, where I 
would wear chains and eat peas and sour 
bread. Roy sa'd he would save me from 
all of this if I would give him 50 cents, so 
I gave him the money. Then he started 
me Off to walk home, which is fifty-seven 
miles from here.” 

Roy told the recorder he was in charge 
of the seventh floor of the Gould building 
and had a right to collect 3 cents from 
all boys who lean out of the windows and 
spit into the street. 

Rev. Alex Bealer was present in court to 
Say a word about Roy’s family and to ask 
the recorder to let him off light. 

Judge Andy said if Roy would return 
the money to Ed he would dismiss. the 
case. Roy spoke up quickly and replied: 

‘“‘Mr. Bealer will pay it for me.”’ 

And the preacher smiled, reached down 
into his pocket and drew out the money. 

Roy was given a severe lecture by the 
recorder and he promised never to play 


policeman again. 


“Rihannon, the Syrian peddler, and his 
son,”’ was the way two cases were dock- 
eted on the tooks at police barracks yes- 
terday morning. 

The Syrians, who looked as if they had 
not seen water in seventeen years, only 
said, “Savee,” when asked about the 
charge of selling without a license. The 
boy did manage to say something like this.

Judge Andy was of the opinion that the 
Syrians knew more than they wished to 
state and he fined each $3.75.

Their pack of old 
cheap goods, tied up in an 0oil-skin cloth, 
the whole outfit not worth over $2, was 
tossed into the safe. 


When the name of Simmons Dozier was 
called a middle-aged man walked out with 
his head down. He was charged with be- 
ing drunk on the streets. As he stood be- 
fore the recorder a woman, pale and dell- 
cate-looking, came from the audience. She 
held her handkerchief to her eyes as she 
wept hysterically. 

‘““Judge,’’ sobbed the woman, “please be 
light with my husband. He doesn’t do this 
way often, and we have a poor little baby 
at home sick unto death's door.’’ 

“T’ll let you off,” said the recorder to the 
man, “with a small fine of $1 and costs, 
simply because your poor wife has come 
here to beg for you and her dying child, 
but you ought to be ashamed of yourself 
to get drunk under such circumstances.”’ 

The woman led the man away. From 
her own scanty store she paid the fine. 
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SPAIN’S EARLIER IDEA. 


What She Thought of This Country 
Forty Years Ago. 
From Harper’s Weekly, May 22, 1858. 
Some time ago The Official Gazette, of 
Madrid, published & telegraphic dispatch 
from the ‘DuKe de Rivas, Spanish ambas- 
sador in Paris, to the effect that the presi- 
dent of the United States was about to send 
& message to congress for the purpos:e of 
declaring war against Spain. A yquestion 
was asked on the subject in the cortes, 
and from the answer of the minister of 
war it appears that the only foundation 
for ‘M. de Rivas's telegram was a letter 
from New York in a Paris paper. Never- 
theless, the news, such as it was, caused 
great excitement in the Spanish capital, 
and the Espana, notwithstanding the ex- 


-planation which has taken place, indu:ges 


in the following piece of bombast against 
the United States: 

“It wouid be forming a very erroneous 
idea of the condition or the American peo- 
ple, and ascrioing to it a strength whica it 
is tar from possessing, tu admit the pos- 
sibility of so gigantic a struggie as that 
the United States would under:iake on ile 
day they would discharge a snotted gun 
aguinst a European. vessel. 

“The social organization of the United 
States makes them an asylum for adven- 
turers—not the fatherland of citizens, They 
have not that strength which results from 
unity. It would be_impossible for them to 
launch into a .maritime or continental rar 
(!). The United States are more of 1 phan- 
tom than a giant; they will make a great 
noise, but riot come to blows. If a rupture 
were to take place we should see how many 
good admirals and sailors they can count 
upon, and we should be edified as to the 
number, the valor, and skill of their sailors 
and soldiers. It is perfectly easy to under- 
stand the wishes and the impatience of a 
few hundred filibusters, eager to rush upon 
Cuba as a rich prey. But apart from the 
fact that there is no reason to apprehend 
a landing on our coast, we are convinced 
that the United States government wil! 
think twice about it before involving itself 
in a war with Spain.” 


Fifty Spanish Prisoners Released. 


New York, September 9.—Fifty Spanish 
prisoners, captured at the naval battic on 
Juiy 3d off Santiago de Cuba, arrived in 
Jersey City early today. They went at 
once to the Anchor line dock in this city 
to board the City of Rome, bound for 
home. The men had been held prisoners at 
Norfolk, Va. 


Tax in Kind. 

From The Americus, Ga., Times-Recorder. 

The man who sticks a 2-cent revenue 
stamp on a bank check these days and 
thinks it a hardship to thus pay “war 
taxes’’ doesn’t know the meaning of the 
word. The Times-Recorder was shown 
yesterday a receipt issued General Howell 
Cobb at Americus on April 11, 1866, just be- 
fore the close of the civil war. P‘anters 
were then required to turn over to the 
confederate government one-tenth of all 
meat and supplies raised annually on their 
plantations. The receipt referred to was 
for 18,790 pounds of meat, which was one- 
tenth of 187,900 pounds, raised the year be- 
fore by General Cobb on his Sumter county 
plantation, the value of the government’s 
portion being $33,822 in confederate money. 
This was only a small part of the annual 
tribute paid by General Cobb and other 
Georgians toward the maintenance of our 
armies at the front.

PENSION CERTIFICATES PAWNED 


Ccmmissioner Submits a Supplement 
to His Annual Report. 
Washington, September 9.—An appendix 
to the annual report of the commissioner of 
pensions has. been made public. It states 
that the pawning or p'edging of pension 
certificates is a growing evil, and some 
stringent measure should be adopted to 
reach the offense, and if possible to ef- 

fectually stop it. 

Unscrupulous persons have accepted as 
security for money loaned to needy pen- 
sioners their pension certificates and vouch- 
ers, charging them interest on the amounts 
so loaned ranging from 5 to W per cent 
per month. This practice is not confined to 
any one. piace, but is induiged into a 
gteater or less extent in most, if not in all, 
of the principal cities throughout the 


eountry. 


The present law governing the pawning 
or pledging of pension certificates is inade- 
quate to reach the offenders. 


Agriculture in the Shools.

“Editor Constitution—The next legislature 
will be asked to pass such a law as that 
to which Mr. Hatcher refers. The propriety 
of enacting such a law at this time has 
been discussed both by the teachers and 
the farmers all over the state, 

“There is no good reason why Our com- 
mon school course should not embrace the 
subject of agriculture. Two-thirds of our 
children live in the country and many of 
them work in the cotton and corn fields, 
and they should learn at school how to ap- 
ply in the fleld the knowledge of plant life 
which they gain at school. The knowledge 
of plant life can be as readily learned even 
in the primary grades as many other kinds 
of knowledge required of the children.

Returns for 1898 Show an Increase of 
$3,769,062 Over Last Year. 


ARMISTEAD MAKES HIS REPORT 


Completed Digest and Turned It Over 
to Comptroller General Yesterday. 


RETURNS FOR 1898 ARE $53,780,945 


Defaulters’ List Is $1,000,000 Larger 
Than It Was Last Year—Figures 
as Shown by the Digest. 


Fulton county’s tax digest shows i 
an increase of nearly $4,000,000 over Dit 
that of last year. . 
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THE TAX ‘DIGEST OF FULTON 
county for the year 1898 shows an increase 
of $3,769,052 over that of last year. The 
report of Tax Receiver Armistead was 
completed yesterday and was turned over 
to the comptroller general yesterday af- 
ternoon. The total amount shown on the 
digest is $53,780,945. The amount last year 
was $50,011,893. 

The increase in the tax returns is some- 
what larger than was expected. It was 
known that the amount would be larger 
than last year, but it was not thought 
that it wouMd reach three and a haif million 
dollars. 

The list of defaulter, this year shows an 
increase of over $1,000,000 over that of last 
year. The total amount is $1,707,960. The 
defaulters’ list last year was $748,120. All 
proper-y which is not returned is subject 
to double taxation and in placing this on 
the digest Receiver Afmistead makes it 
$3,415, 920. 

The returns of real estate as shown by 
the digest amount to $50,365,025;- this in- 
cludes personal property. The number of 
polls is 8,266 and professional taxes 431. 
The personal and real estate returns of 
whites amount to $49,330,710. The polls 
7,074 and the professional 426. The returns 
of the negroes amount in real,estate and 
personal property to $1,034,315. The polls 
are 1,192 and the professional 5. 

The defaulters’ list vf white people 
shows $1,615,190 of real estate and personal 
polls and 17 professional. 

The defaulters’ list of negroes shows $93,- 
770 personal and real estate, 295 poils, mak- 
ing a total of $1,707,960, all of which is 
supject to a double tax, 

The returns last year, tog2thcr with the 
unreturned property, made a total of $5),- 
011,893. 

The work on the digest has been very 
laborious and Tax Receiver Armistead hus 
had his hands full. He made his report 
yesterday afternoon to the comptroller gen- 
eral.

J. K. Pollock, a prominent farmer liv- 
ing near Camilla, passed through the city 
yesterday.

Corn 
euffered to a great extent in this way, and 
ali the other crops came in for their share 
of damage. 

‘The fact that the rains have let up, ina 
measure, may give the remaining rrops a 
chance, but the damage that has already 
been done the county and the entire state 
can’ hardly be estimated.”’

TWO MAIL CLERES WERE HURT 


Fireman Slightly Injured—Engineer 
Stood at His Post—Careless Negro 
Brakeman Caused Accident. 


Passenger train No. 2, of the Central 
road, leaving Atlanta for Savannah at 
7:50 yesterday morning, ran into an open 
switch at Lovejoy and collided with two 
loaded flat cars. One of the flat cars was 
loaded with short pieces of rails and both 
were partly demolished. 

The train was running at the rate of 
about twenty miles an hour, having slow- 
ed up for Lovejoy. H. B. Campbell, the 
engineer, aS soon as he saw the open 
switch, it is said, applied the emergency 
brakes, reversed the engine and remained 
at his post. 

In the collision that resulted, the pilot 
of the engine was broken off and the ex- 
tension front was slightly damaged. ._The 
engine left the track and fell over on its 
right side, sinking into the soft earth. The 
postal car, which was next to the engine, 
also left the track, but sustained only 
slight damages, 

W. M. Moore, a colored mail clerk, is 
supposed to have jumped from the mail 
car and to have fallen on the track of the 
main line. When picked up, he was con- 
scious but complained of a terrible pain in 
his back. He was placed on a cot in the 
mail car and physicians were sent for. 
Later he was brought to Atlanta on pas- 
senger train No. 11, but was unconscious 
when he reached the city. It is thought 
that he sustained internal injuries. 

The front trucks of the express car also 
left the rails, but except for the postal 
car, the ‘balance of the train remained on 
the track. An engine was at once sent 
down from Atlanta to the scene of the ac. 
cident, and the entire train, with the ex- 
ception of the postal car, was taken on to 
Savannah. After the arrival of the engine 
from Atlanta, all of the passengers con- 
tinued on their journey, and many stated 
that the shock of the collision was not 
very great. A force of hands threw the 
main track over about two feet to enable 
the train to clear the engine and postal 
car, 

It is said that the fireman of the train 
jumped as soon as he saw that the engine 
was dasning into the open switch and es- 
caped without injury. 

The tra:n was.-in charge of Caenductor 
L.. J. Harris, of Atlanta, one of the oldest 
conductors, from point of experience, on 
the road, and contained many passengers. 
No blame, whatever, is attached to the 
crew of the train by the road officials, and 
it.is Said tnat the accident occurred 
through the maliciousness or carelessness 
of a negro section hand, said to be Sam 
Johnson, who disappeared immediately af- 
ter the trouble.

{In Chattanooga. 


THOROUGHLY ENJOYED TRIP

Wany Returned Last Night and Some 
Left Chattanooga for Their Homes. 


ALL PLEASED WITH SOCAL HOSPITALITY 


Convention Was One of the Most Suc- 
cessful Ever Held—Delegates 
Praise Gate City.

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Lookout mountain and its many 
points of interest were seen today by the 
delegates to the convention of the United 
States Railway Mail Service Mutual Benefit 
Association, which held its closing session 
in Atlanta last Thursday night. One hun- 
dred and fifty delegates were on the train 
which left Atlanta this morning at 7:15 
o'clock, and with their wives and friends, 
the total number leaving the city on the 
excursion was estimated at 300. With the 
exception of two hot boxes, the trip to 
Chattanooga was made without incident, 
and those in the party expressed them- 
selves as well pleased with the manner in 
which both the crowd and train was 
handled. 

Those delegates who came from the 
north took great interest in the historical 
scenery along the route, and the windows 
of the cars were kept raised during the 
entire trip in order to afford the sight- 
seers better opportunity for observing 
points of special interest. Messrs. Wallace 
Rhodes and Frank Arnold, of the fourth 
division, were in charge of the party, and 
walked continually from coach to coach, 
in order to better entertain their guests. 
The points where. the battles uf the civil 
war were fought during the campaign from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta, were designated. 
There were several veterans in the party, 
among others Mr. M. A. Buttricks, of the 
first division, who told incidents of the 
war. None of them, however, were in 
Sherman’s army, and consequently the 
scenes were entirely new. The special 
which had been chartered for the excursion 
arrived in Chattanooga over the tracks of 
the Western and Atlantic at 12:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon, witn all the excursionists in 
fine spirits, and without a single incident 
having occurred to mar the pleasure of the 
trip. In fact, this was the record for the 


entire day. 

Trolley cars were immediately taken 
for Lookout mountain, but the two cable 
roads running up the steep incline proved 
to be inadequate to convey the 300 excur- 
sionists to the summit in a reasonable 
length of time. The crush in the waiting 
room at the foot of the mountain was ter- 
rible, but every one was in a good humor, 
and the time between the arrival of the 
cars was whiled away with jests and jokes. 
By 40’clock every member of the party had 
arrived at Lookout Inn, and there a sub- 
stantial dinner was served, at the expense 
of the fourth division. Those who arrived 
first on the mountain saw the views before 
dinner, but the late arrivals were com- 
pelled to wait until after dinner to see the 
scenery. It was the firet time that the 
delegates had ever had an opportunity of 
seeing the mountain that has been made 
famous in history, and which has since 
done its part in advertising Chattanooga. 
All agreed that its beauties had not been 
over-estimated. 

Many Will Not Return Here. 

Many delegates to the convention will not 
return to Atlanta. This city is nearer their 
homes, and they decided that they had 
better remain here until tomorrow morn- 
ing, taking early morning trains for their 
respective destinaticns. 

The delegations from the western and 
central states will remain in Chattanooga 
for the night. Among the men who were 
prominent in the convention and who will 
not return are ex-President John M. But- 
ler, of Lincoln, Neb., and Secretary and 
Treasurer J. V. Henry, of Quincy, Ill. Both 
these gentlemen spoke very highly of the 
attention they had received during their 
stay in Atlanta, and they express regret 
that they were unable to see the acquain- 
tances they made there before leaving. For 
the members of the fourth division there 
are only expressions of the greatest admi- 
ration amd esteem. The delegates realize 
that the members of -the division centering 
in Atlanta made unusual efforts to enter- 
tain them in a lavish manner, and it is the 
opinion of every @elegate that in this they 
succeeded adrairabl¥. 

The “down-east’’ division, which is the 
first, from New England states, will 
return to Atlanta. leaving for their homes 
tomorrow at noon. The ladies of the con- 
vention anmounce chat they have been en- 
tertained in a manner which they did not 
anticipate, The members of the fourth di- 
vision have also made well directed ef- 
forts to have the ladies enjoy their short 
Stay, and the ladtes in Atlanta who are 
Telated to the mai] clerks there, have taken 
the visiting members of their sex in hand 
and havc shown them many graceful cour- 
tesies. Thia .g appreciated, and the ladies 
Stated yesterday that they are now only

of their divisions.

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THE LAST OF THE RECRUITS FOR 
the regular regiments who have been or- 
dered to Camp Wikoff to join their com- 
mands, will leave for the north today and 
the three camps at Lithia Springs, New- 
nan and Waco, that have been alive for 
the past two months with drilling troops, 
will be left vacant tonight. 

Every recruit detachment in the state ex- 
cept the one of the Twenty-first infantry. 
at Lithia Springs, and those for the Fourth 
and Sixteenth infantry at Camp Cleary, 
have already departed, either for Montauk 
Point or for their regimental stations and 
the number of men in the recruit camps 
have been gradually decreased day by day 
until there remains at present only three 
detachments, all of which will be given 
transportation before tonight. 

The Twenty-first infantry at Camp Hob- 
son, the last detachment to leave that 
camp, will go over the Western and At- 
lantic road this morning to Plattsburg 
barracks, New York. the headquarters of 
the command. There are 667 recruits for 
this regiment designed to form a whole 
battalion of the Twenty-first. Since being 
in camp at Lithia Springs the men have 
been divided into six companies and non- 
commissioned officers appointed subject to 
the approval of the commander of the 
regiment. In this way company drill has 
been held daily and the recruits brought 
up to a state of perfection in the manual 
of arms that will put them on the same 
footing as the soldiers in the ranks of the 
command, 

Major Bubb Departs. 

Major Bubb, who for several weeks was 
in command of Fort Jdcrherson after the 
headquarters of the Fifth infantry was 
transferred to Tampa, Fla., will leave New- 
nan this afternoon for Montauk Point with 
the recruits for the Fourth infantry, the 
regiment to which he beiongs. Under Ma- 
jor Bubb are 129 men for the Fourth in- 
fantry and 238 for the Sixteenth, the only 
other detachment at Camp Cleary. Trans- 
portation will be furnished both detach- 
ments together and the train which goes 
to Camp Wikoff over the Southern road 
will be under the command of Major Bubb. 

A great deal of difficulty has been met 
with by the quartermaster of the depart- 
ment of the gulf in arranging transporta- 
.tion for all the troops. Two of the roads 
whose bids were accepted were unable to 
furnish the proper equipment for the 
troops in the way of cars and locomotives 
and the Southern and, Seaboard have had 
practically all the detachments to carry 
over their lines. 

The difficulty met with was in furnishing 
the coaches for such a long trip as that 
to Montauk Point and other points in the 
east. 

But for the delay incurred in this way 
little time would have been lost in getting 
the recruits off to join their regiments a 
few days after the order for their removal 
arrival. 

Twentieth Left Yesterday. 

Late yesterday afternoon the detach- 
ment for the Twentieth infantry left Fort 
McFP rerson and carried away 240 men from 
the warrison of the post. In command of 
the Twentieth infantry recruits was Lieu- 
tenant F. M. Moody, the quartermaster of 
the post, together with Secend Lieutenants 
J. D. Taylor, H. C. Bonnicastle and G. H. 
Knox. 

The men left the post in eight special 
coaches over the Southern road and are 
bound for Fort Leavenworth, Kas., the 
headquarters of the regtment. 

The departure of the Twentieth infantry 
men leaves only the recruits for the Fifth 
regiment at Fort McPherson and gnly four 
officers to perform the duties of the post. 
The lack of officers in the garrison will be 
obviated as soon as possible by the de- 
tailing of several lieutenants in the state 
who are otherwise unoccupted to perform 
the duties left by the officers of the 
Twentieth infantry. 

Twenty recruits for the Twentieth in- 
fantry were left in the hospitals at the 
post by the detachment, as the patients 
were thought better off where they are 
than they could possibly be at Montauk 
Point. From Waco, Ga., where the last 
detachment in that camp left for Fort 
Snelling, Minn., yesterday, came a car full 
of sick soldiers to be transferred to the 
hospitals at the post, 4mong whom were a 
large number of typhoid patients. 

All of the sick from the hospitals at 
Lithia Springs and Camp Cleary will be 
brought to Fort McPherson upon the de- 
parture of the last detachment of recruits 
for the north. Only a comparatively few 
soldiers are ill at either camp.and all of 
them can be easily accommodated in the 
hospitals of the post.

SCHOOL DAYS BRING ON 
A RUSH IN SHOE TRADE. 


School having begun, the little “bare-foot 
boy with cheeks of tan,’ about half a 
dozen stumped toes and a stone bruise or 
two, is getting shod. The shoe merchanis 
ure being worked to death trying to find 
shoes to suit all of the youngsters and 
the youngsters are just as busy trying to 
get their sore toes into comforable cover- 
ings. A boy that cast aside a pair of Ne. 
1 shoes last spring now has to cramp his 
feet into about a pair of sixes. 

Hundreds of children, both boys and 
girls, cast aside their shoes at the close of 
school in the spring and never see them 
again until school opens in the fall and 
then their troubles begin. They all have 
to have new shoes and none of them have 
any idea what size they can get on. A 
pair of little feet that patter about all the 
summer in he country or over the cobble 
stones of Atlanta are apt to get battered 


out to twice the original size and in ad- 
dition to this it takes about one extra size 
for each sore toe. There are 10,000 children 
In the schools this year and it is safe to 
Say that at least three-fourths of them 
have bought shoes in the last week. A 
prominent shoe merchant in speaking of 
the rush said: 

“I did not think there were so many 
Children in the county. For the last three 
days we have been worked to death get- 
ting them shoes. I had rather wait on a 
dozen grown people than one school bey. 
They are a tough lot of youngsters to 
please. Some of them come in with the 
worst looking things for feet that »ou ever 
saw. Three months of going barefooted 
will hammer a boy’s foot out until it is as 
broad as it is long and it’s like fitting a 
shoe on a derby hat to get a pair that will 
fit. None of them know what size or what 
kind of shoe that they want, but they all 
want them guaranteed ‘to last unil Chris- 
mas and some of them want them 2uar- 
anteed to last until next summer. The ordi- 
nary boy can kick to pieces in about three 
weeks the toughest pair of shoes ever 
made, but they want the guarantee just 
the same. The boy or girl that comes in 
with ten sound toes is bad enough, but 
the majority of them come with at least 
two or three toes well damaged and then 
we do have trouble. It looks like it is im- 
possible to get shoes to suit all of them 
and it’s no use having sizes, for none of 
them know what they want. Whenever a 
child that has been barefooted ail the 
summer tells me that it wore a certain 
size last year I take a giance at its feet, 
make a rough estimate of the number of 
sore toes and get out two or three pairs 
about half a dozen sizes larger. They all 
want to be waited on at once and they are 
all in a hurry. They all want at least a 
dozen pair of shoe strings to be used as 
top cords, and all together they are a jolly 
happy-go-lucky lot of youngsters hard to 
fit and hard to please. The shoes of the 
white children are bad enough, but when 
we get a little negro who has had his feet 
out all the summer it is next to an impos- 
sibility to get anything that will cover his 
feet. 

“The girls are almost as bad as the bovs 
and most af them, even at their voung 
ages, will insist on having shoes about 
two sizes too small. The rush lis about 
over now and if the children are pleased 
we are, for business has been better than 
it has been in many years. While the 
children sit in school and nurse their burn- 
ing feet in a pair of new shoes the shoe 
merchants are counting profits and wonder- 
ing what the increase in the school popu- 
lation will be next year.’’

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WANT MINERS TO DESERT UNION 


Operation Monday. 

Pana, Ill., September 9.@George V. Pen- 
well, president of the Penwell Mining Com- 
pany, gave notice today that he would 
open his mine Monday, but would pay only 
25 cents per ton, the price the non-union 
negroes are being paid at the Springside 
mine. Said he:

“We Pana operators are opposed to the 
union as a national body, dictating .to us 
how we shall run our business, and we 
propose, unless they will accept our terms, 
to put in negroes.”’

Imparted Irregular Appearance to Spect- 
lative and Distributive Trade, 


FEATURES STILL FAVORABLE

Attitude of Quiet Confidence in Future. 
Good Trade Is Unabated—lIron 
and Steel Strong. 


New York, September 9.—Bradstreet’s to- 


morrow will say: 

‘Heat and holidays have imparted an ir- 
regular appearance to speculative and 
general distributive trade this week, and 
therefore to bank clearing returns, more 
particularly at the east, but with the ar- 
rival of cooler temperature some improve- 
ment is reported at those markets. Gen- 
erally speaking, tha favorable basic fea- 
tures already noted still continue most in 
evidence and the attitude of quiet confi- 
dence in future good trade is unabated. 
Conditions in many leading industries, hut 
particularly in iron and steel and its vuari- 
ous products, are of continued and in 
some cases growing strength. 

“The general level of prices of staples 
is the highest reached for five years past, 
railway earnings, favored by the enlarged 
movement of wheat to market, are show- 
ing larger gains than have been recently 
reported; a good export demand for agri- 
cultural and manufactured products is re- 
ported; failures remain at a minimum and 
reports of poor trade are conspicuous by 
their infrequencv 

“Less favorable crop reports from abroad 
and good export inquiry are reflected in a 
rather steadier tone in wheat and in ad- 
vanced quotations for ocean freights. 

“Corn continues to experience a weather 
market, but prospects of yield are still 
regarded as favorable. 

“Following the intense activity in the 
placing of orders for iron and steel in the 
past few weeks has come a quieting in the 
demand, but experiences of buyers and 
the very firm and in some cases the up- 
ward tendency of prices point to the con- 
clusions that the lull is due almost entire- 
ly to the mills being already heavély Over- 


sol. Export business has certainly been 
checked by the inability of American mills 
to deliver within time limits set, but orders 
have been placed at the west this week 
for large lots of steel bars for shipment 
to England. Unabated activity is reported 
at Chicago and dry goods shipments can- 
not be made fast enough. Small but 
numerous advances in prices of different 
classes of steel are reported from that 
city and St. Louis. Railnoads are reported 
buying two to three months ahead of time. 
Business is active at Kansas City, Omaha, 
Cleveland, Louisville and throughout the 
entire northwest. On the Pacific coast San 
Franciseo reports merchants interested in 
developing trade with Hawali. Healthful 
activity exists in distribution at Portland. 
Tacoma and Seattle. Some check to trade 
is reported in the lower Mississippi valiey, 
caused by reports of yellow fever, end 
heavy rains on the south Atlantic coast 
are said to have impaired cotton crop 
prospects and to have checked trade and 
collections, but the report from the south 
as a whole is still good, based partly upon 
last season’s immense yle!d and confidence 
in anovher heavy crop this year. Southern 
mills have done well during the scason 
just closed, contrasting sharply with north- 
ern mills in this respecr, but the need of 
an increased foreign outlet for American 
goods is unmistakeable. 

“In the east more is doing in lumber, 
drugs, paints and glass at Philadelphia, 
General trade is quiet at Baltimore. Hot 
weather and holidays checked business in 
dry goods at New York, but cooler. weather 
has brought an improved spot demand. 
Wool] sales have again fallen off at Boston, 
cotton goods are quiét, but steady, and the 
demand for men’s wear woolens is not up 
to expectations. 

“Wheat shipments for the week, in- 
cluding flour, aggregate 3,100,208 bushels, 
as against 3,678,040 bushels last week; 5,461.- 
506 bushels in this week one year ago; 
8.799141 bushels in 1896, 1.810039 bushels in 
1895 and 2,789,000 bushels in 1894. Since July 
Ist this year wheat exports aggregate 
32.493.800 bushels, against 38 311,752 bust els 
during the same period of 1897. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
3,868,869 bushels. against 1,661,700 bushels 
last week, 4,943,348 bushels in the corre- 
sponding week of 1897, 2,265,448 bushels in 
1896, 849,502 bushels in 1895 and 69,570 bushels 
in 1894. Since July lst, this year, the ex- 
ports of corn aggregate 28,407,870 bushels. 
compared with 30,476,575 bushels last year.

Dun’s Review. 


New York, September 9.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade Will Say to- 
morrow: 

‘The volume of business is larger than 
it ever has been. Investors across the wa- 
ter have caught the cue, and their pur- 
chases of American bonds and stocks have 
been heavy for several weeks. Wheat has 
bean about lic higher in price for spot, 
with western receipts only about as large 
as those of last year for the week. Corn 
is a shade higher, on estimates promising 
only 1,750,000,000 bushels. 

“The cotton year has closed, according to 
The Financial Chronicie, with a yield of 
11.180,960 bales in 1897, of which 7,646,085 
were exported, 1,856,000 were consumed in 
-nerthern mills, 1,227,939 in southern mills, 
420,079 were added to northern mill stocks 
and 98,991 to commercial stocks. It is but 
fair to say that The Financial Chronicle 
makes no calculation of the quantity pro- 
duced, but not marketed which the New 
Orleans cotton exchange reckons at. 330,000 
bales, presumably including cotton owned 
by southern mills, but not yet consumed. 
The European mills stocks, according to 
Mr, Ellison, are 770,000, against 398,000 bales 
a year age, the American 499,775, against 
19,696 a year ago, the commercial stocks 
here and abroad 1,641,000 bales, against 685,- 
000 a year ago, and other allowances leave 
on hand for the coming year 3,031,000 bales, 
about as much as was estimated a month 
ago, and indicate a consumption of 8.083.- 
939 bales in this country, against 2,893,352 
balea in the largest previous year. The in- 
crease of 44 per cent in. southern consump- 
tion during the past three years, with a 
decrease of nearly 9.3 per cent in northern, 
is significant.

A Temperance Woman 
Opposes Old Mode of 
Christening Vessels. 


Now what a pity it is the women’s or- 
garizations must in a degree suffer for the 
doings and sayings of extremist members. 
No organization of women in the world is 
more genuinely respected than that of the 
Woman's Christian Temperarce Union. 
With their great princip-es of reform, it 
is too bad that one of their number should 
resort to an attempted revision of a custom 
as sure to last as time—that is the chris- 
tening of a war vessel with the usual] bot- 


tle of champagne. 

In discussing the custom relative to the 
christening of the battleship Llinois, Mrs. 
Jessie Brown Hilton, a prominent member 
of the temperance organization, is quoted 
as saying that the union will ‘‘combat the 
plan with all its might.’’ 

When there are so many noble reform 
movements with which active women may 
exhaust so much of their superfluous en- 
ergies, or restless spirit, it is too bad that 
they should waste their time ‘“‘in combat”’ 
against a custom as old as time. and that 
they ghould worry for one instant over the 
breaking of one bottle of champagne in 
the dhristening of a great big battleship 
that could probably carry on deck the en- 
tire local division of the W. C. T. U., of 
which Mrs. Hilton is a member. 

It would take a mighty reasoner to 
prove how in the remotest manner the 
symbolic mode of christening a battleship 
with & bottle of.champagne can possibly 
have its influence on the temperance of a 
people, and Mrs. Hilton had better turn 
her attention to the teaching of the greaft- 
er principles giving life to the Ww, ¢c kU. 

A northern newspaper commenting hu- 
morously upon the proposed reform of Mrs. 
Hilton, writes: 

“It is true that there may be ways of 
christening warships other than those 
which customarily prevail. We have yet 
to hear it suggested, for example, that a 
bottle of ginger ale or sarsaparilla would 
not subserve equally well the purposes of 
a bottle of wine. The merit of the sug- 
gestion is that neither ginger ale nor sar- 
saparilla costs so much as wine, the wanton 
waste of which is calculated to arouse in- 
dignation among those whose financial em- 
barrassments preclude frequent enjoyment 
ef the sparkling beverage. It may be, 
however, that our temperance friends 
would object to even the use of ginger ale 
because of its name, in which event they 
might be accommodated by christening the 
Illinois with castor oil. It certainly does 
seem a shame that when’the price of wine 
is high and threatens to become higher it 
should be thrown away in the presence of 
hundreds of people of well-developed thirst 


capacity.”

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HOW HOWEI.L COBB | 
STOOD BY HIS MAN, 


One of the most amusing incidents in the 
career of General Howell Cobb grew out 
of an appointment of a certain Georgia 
postmaster by President James Buchanan. 

General Cobb had always been ay un- 
compromising democrat and on many oc- 
easions the citizens of the town of -— had 
vigorously opposed him, they being whigs 
of the severest type. 

When General Cobb had been elevated to 
the position of secretary of the treasury in 
Mr. Buchanan’s cabinet, he saw that the 
time had come to get even with his whig 
opponents. They were hfs personal, if not 
po.itical friends, but ‘he determined to play 
off a good joke on them in connection With 
the appointment of a postmaster for the 
town of —. : 

There were very few democrats in that 
town, and General Cobb knew that the 
most intélligent citizens were whigs, but 
being a firm believer in the Jacksonian 
doctrine, and desirous of carrying out his 
joke, he determined to have a democrat 
appointed postmaster of —— over the head 
of Colonel J—, a prominent whigh whose 
friends wee pushing him for the place. 

One day General Cobb approached the 
president and postmaster general with the 
following request: 

“TI wien. F like to see my good old friend, 
‘Squire D—, appoimted postmaster of X—. 
He is a personal friend of mine, a good 
democrat, a man who has always borne 
his part in every battle where the partys 
interests were at stake, and who has suf- 
fered much unjust persecution at the hands 
of the miserable whigs of his community.”’ 

General Cobb failed to notify the presi- 

dent and postmaster gemeral that the 

‘squire could not write and could read no 
further than the letters of the alphabet. 

Nevertheless, in due time the commission 
of ‘Sauire D— was issued and he was 
forthwith installed as postmaster of X—. 


The appointment came like a clap of 
thunder to the genial old ‘squire, who, 
although he waa illiterate, was neverthe- 
less a man of strong character, absolute 
integrity and highly esteemed’ by his nvigh- 
bors. The community was amazed that the 
appointment of such qa man should have 
been made, when General Cobb knew of 
his absolute incompetency for the office. 

The ‘squire took charge of the office 
with great pomp and ceremony amd pro- 
ceeded to give the people a genuine change 
of postoffice administration. 

A few days later a farmer strolled into 
the postoffice. The honest old postmaster 
was sitting on a bench, whittling a piece 
of white pine, while everything around 
him appeared to be im confusion. 

“IT just thought I'd call eround and get 
my Avgusta Constitutionalist,” said the 
farmer. ; 

“What is your name?’ {inquired the post- 
master. 

“Sam Brown,” was‘the reply. 

“Ali right, Mr. Brown, just go to that 
table there and get your paper,”’ and with 
that the farmer was motioned to a table 
where all the papers were jumbled to- 
gether in one confused mass, and after 
half an hour of diligent seaching found 
nis beloved paper and went his way cursing 
the fate of in having such a post- 
master imposed upon it. 

I'resently another caller strolled into the 
office. 

“Is 
Jones?’ 

The postmaster scanned the boxes care- 
fully, and replied: “No, sir, the ‘J’ box is 
empty.” 

Then came another who asked for the 
letters belonging to Thomas Tripp. 

“There are no letters in the “T’ box,” 
was the sole reply of the postmaster, but 
the man wouldn’t be satisfied until he look- 
ed himself and saw that the “T’’ box was 
empty. 

Finally came one Moses Minus ¢%o in- 
quire for his mail and the face of the 
venerable postmaster suddenly became 
wreathed with smiles, 

“Yes, sir, there are letters here for Mr. 
Minus. You see the ‘“‘M” box is quite Tull 
of letters. Just come around and find 
your letters, Mr. Minus.” 

The postmaster could read the letters 
of the alphabet and all letters addressed 
. “aan” “NW os.’ ——, etc., had been 
promptly deposited in the “‘M’’ box, which 
soon contained all the mail that came to 
the office. 

Mr. Minus plowed through hundreds of 
letters to find the letters addressed to him, 
and went away with complaints long, loud 
‘and determined against the postmaster. 

The citizens protested vigorously to the 
postmaster general, telling him that the 
postmaster could neither read nor write. 
The postmaster general went to Secretary 
Cobb, and the answer of the secretary 
was short and decisive: “It is nothing but 
the persecutions of those miserable whigs. 
I know ‘Squire D—, and he is a worthy 
democrat.’’ That settlea it. The protests 
were ignored. 

Seeing that nothing could he accomplish- 
ed by complaint, Colonel J~ went over and 
assisted the postmaster every day, assort- 
ing his mail, making out his reports to the 
government, and, in fact, discharging the 
duties of the office, Then everything went 
along smoothly, for Colonel J— was a,splen- 
did penman and accountant and a man of 
fine ability and sense. 

But one day Colonel J— was taken ill, 
and continued confined to his room for sev- 
eral weeks. Then everything became con- 
fusion again, and the ‘‘M’’ box again over- 
run with letters, while the newspapers were 
again piled up indiscriminately upon the 
tables. 

The people became exasperated and deter- 
mined ‘to appeal directly to the president. 
Business men circulated petitions and they 
were largely signed and sent to President 
Buchanan. Ladies wrote personal letters 
to the president, and the protests of the 
people poured into the office of the chief 
executive of the nation. 

One afternoon the cabinet was in session, 
when suddenly President Buchanan é6us- 
pended business, and turning to Secretary 
Cobb, said: “Mr. Secretary Cobb, this 
postmastership business in the town of X— 
is becoming quite annoying to me. My of- 
fice is overrun every day with protests 
from the people there. Even the ladies are 
worrying the life out of me and are saying 
that you have had appointed as postmaster 
of X— a man who can neither read nor 
write. The matter is becoming unbearable 
and unless you have some satisfactory 
explanation to make, there must be a 
change in that postoffice at once,” 

Secretary Cobb was not in the least dis- 
concerted. He replied, in the most indif- 
ferent manner: ‘Yes, Mr. President, your 
wiews are correct. This is not the first time 
you have been worriea by the protests of 
disgruntied whigs. I know Postmaster D—, 
of the town of X—. He is a worthy demo- 
crat, who, on account of his party fealty, 
has suffered much at the hands of the 
whigs. But I will make you a proposition. 
Let the postmaster general send for the 
reports from the postmaster of X—, and 
if they are not absolutely accurate and 
made out in as fine a handwriting as js to 
be found on record in this department, I'll 
consent readily for his removal.’’ 

“That seems to be a perfectly fair prop- 
Osition; send for the reports, Mr. Post- 
master General.”’ 

Thereports were soon forthcoming, and 
Were soon beneath the critical eye of the 
postmaster gencral. Secretary Cobb was 
perfectly unconcerned, for he knew the re- 
ports were made out in the handwriting of 
Colone] J—~, and that they were correct. 

“This is amazing,’” said the postmaster 
general, as ihe pussed the reports over to 
President Buchanan for inspection. 

The president glanced at them and then 
then threw them down on the table. 

““Well,”’ said he, ‘it is absolutely a+¢ton- 
ishing ‘to what ‘extent these miserable 
whigs wil) allow their political prejudices 
to carry them.”’ 

The venerable postmaster of X—— 1e- 
tained his office throughout the adminis- 
tration of President Buchanan, being as- 
sisted by Colonel J-—— and wther triends 
in the discharge of his duties. 

Months later General Cobb met up with 
Colonel J-——, and the subject of the pust- 
mastership of X—— was brought up. 

‘‘Cobb,”” said the colonel, ‘I an «almost 
tempted to cuss. To think that all my 
work in securing protests against the post- 
master was so quickly and coinpletely un- 
done by my own handwriting."’
